KEEPING COOL 

Hot sticky weather is typical for Tuscaloosa this time 
of year. High humidity and high temperatures typical of 
Southern Summers can make time spent outdoors 
uncomfortable and dangerous. 

People who work, play, exercise or in any other way 
exert themselves in hot, muggy weather are prime 
targets for a couple of serious heat-related illnesses: 
heat exhaustion and a more severe, potentially deadly 
condition known as heat stroke. 

A victim of heat exhaustion likely will experience 
cramps, weakness, dizziness, headache and nausea. 
Their skin will look pale and will feel cold and moist, 
even though their temperature will be normal. The 
condition also will be marked by fast, shallow breathing 
and a fast, weak pulse. 

Heat stroke may occur suddenly, with the body 
temperature rising to as high as 104 degrees 
Fahrenheit. The victim s skin will feel hot and may be 
dry. He may complain of headache, dizziness and 
nausea. He also may become confused and lapse in 
unconsciousness. 

It takes the body from three to six weeks 
to adjust .or become acclimatized, to 
hot, humid weather. People 
who are not acclimatized are 
at the greatest risk of heat 
related health problems.
